Health Officer's Report for 
February. 


Daring February the condition of 
the Pablic Health has been satisfactory. 
There has, however, been a slightly 
increased incidence of Scarlet fever and 
Small-pox both among Chinese and 
foreigners. Although the number of 
cases of Scarlet fever remaine small, on 
account of the exceptional fatslity of 
this disease in Shanghai, the greateat 
care sbould be taken to see that children 
do aot come in contact with infection, 
The infection is nearly always spread by 
contact with other cases of the diseace.
